But if the prefent critical Seafon holds up the 
nobleft Motive to draw true and difinterefted Pa- 
triotifm into Action, or, at leaft, to give it public 
and undifguifed Utterance; it is alfo the leaf 
encouraging for a Writer, who becomes fo from 
any other Motive, than that of ferving his Country, 
that has happened for many Years patt.

We do not doubt 
but a Reparation of Great Britain's Lofs will one 
day be made; but are extremely forry, that the 
Means of effe€tuating it do not at prefent occur in

In this View of the Affair, how obvious is it, 
that all true Britons, who expect a future Sovereign 
to themfelves, or their Pofterity, in the Perfon of a 
Prince who is early an Orphan, ought, from this 
Time, to engage the more firmly in the Caufe of 
this Prince; as he may feem, by his Minority, to 
have a Claim to Protection from their general and 
united Love! 


I fhall fay no more on this Head, except that if 
any one fhould attempt to obftruét or diminith the 
Blaze of thofe Honours, which ought immediately to 
break forth round the Head of this illuftrious Youth, 
they ought to be looked upon with an Eye of jealous 
and fevere Attention.

Thurfday the Right Hon. the Houfe of Lords ad- 
journed "till Wednefday the 17th Inftane. 

The Hon, Houfe of Commons is adjourned till 
Tuelday the 16th. 

Weduefday Morning Orders were given out by 
the Matter of the Wardri be, to_get all Things in 
readinefs for hanging the Prince’s Chamber with 
Mourning, and 74 Silver Branches for Candles, 
againft the Interment of his Royal Highnefs the 
Prince of Wales, which we hear wiil be this Day 
fe’nnight. 

We are affured, that her Royal Highnefs the 
Princefs Amelia will be made Ranger of Richmond 
Park, in the room of the late Ear! of O: ford; and 
that the Place of Keeper of the Fox Hounds, which 
his Lordfhip enjoyed, will be no longer continued, 

We hear from Bath, that the Right Hon. the 
Earl of Burlington is much better, As is the Lord 
Vifcount Galway. 

A Bill is ordered to be brought into the Houfe of 
Commins, for the more effectual preventing and 
putting a ftop to Street Robberies, Aflaults, &c. 
within the City and Liberties of Weftmintter, to 
raife the Watchmen’s Salaries and add to their Num- 
ber, and to oblige all Perfons robbed or affaulted to 
give Information thereof before a Juftice of Peace, 
who fhall require thie Churchwarden or Overfeer 
to publith in dailey and other Papers, a Reward to be 
paid by the Parifh for the apprehending and taking 
fuch Perfon or Perfons that committed fuch Rob- 
| and Affault, and alfo to punith all Conftables 
and Watchmen who fhall not perform the Duties 
ef their Office. 





Phurfday was held a General Court of the South- 
fea Company ; when the Bye-Law, made at the 
laft Court for dividing on Qieftions that might arife 
in Debate, was made Ufe of for the firft Time on 
the Queftion being put, Whether 15 Direétors, with 
the three Governors, would not be fufficient to ma- 
nage the Company’s Affairs for the future ; and there 
were 71 againft, and 49 for it.

Vice Prefidents, as alfo Sir Jofeph Hankey, Mr. 
Sampfon Gideon, Mr. Paul Joddrell, Mr. Ciark, 
and another Governor ; Taylor White, Efq; the 
Treafurer, walked as Chief Mourner : He was fol- 
lowed by fome of the Deceafed’s Relations, and a 
great Number of the Governors. As foon as the 
Corpfe entered the Chapel, the Gentlemen began 
to fing the Burial Service, which was compofed 
by Dr. Boyce, who played the fame on a fmail Or- 
gan fet on one Side of the Chapel, and when the 
Minifter had read all the Service but the laft Colle&, 
an Anthem, compofed by Dr. Boyce, was fung by 
Mr. Mence and Mr, Savage, and the Chorus Parts 
by the other Gentlemen. 

The Clergyman then read the laft Colle&t, after 
which the Corpfe was carried down into the Vault, 
and laid under the Communion Table. The In- 
fcription on the Coffin was, ** Capt. Thomas Co- 
‘© ram died 28 March 1751, aged 85 Years.” 

The Galleries were filled with Gentlemen and 
Ladies dreffed in Mourning, and the great Decency 
and Order with which the whole was comluéted, 
made a very awful Sight.
